According to tradition the Spartan colony of Taras (mod. Taranto), known as Tarentum by the Romans, was founded in 706 BC under the 
leadership of Phalanthos. The city derives its name from Taras, the son of Poseidon and a local nymph, Satyra. It adopted a democratic form 
of government circa 475 BC, and thereafter became the leading Greek city in southern Italy. Its success led to continual difficulties with its 
neighbor cities, and on four occasions Tarentum required expeditions from Greece to help overcome its enemies. The last of these expeditions 
was led by the famed Epeirote, Pyrrhos. Following his withdrawal from the city, Tarentum was occupied by the Romans. Tarentum was 
among the early cities of Magna Graecia to strike coinage, employing the incuse type that was the hallmark of the first Italian coinages. Taras’ 
prosperity is exemplified by its vast coinage known today which was continuous from 510 BC until the end of the Second Punic War.

Metapontion, originally named Sybaris, was an Achaian colony of very early foundation, though the precise details of its origin are shrouded 
in uncertainty. Following the destruction of its first foundation by the Samnites, it was refounded, as Metapontion, early in the 7th century BC 
by settlers under the leadership of Leukippos, who was thereafter revered as the city founder. The great prosperity of the city — attested by 
the extent of its archaic silver coinage commencing in the mid 6th century BC — was based on agriculture. Situated on the Gulf of Tarentum, 
Metapontion occupied a plain of extraordinary fertility watered by the rivers Bradanos and Kasuentos. Its standard coin type is an ear of barley, 
a tribute to the source of Metapontine wealth, and Demeter, the goddess of grain who is the city’s most revered diety. One of the city’s most 
notable claims was that it was the burial-place of Pythagoras who had retired there and perished in a sedition.

Sosipolis appears as a male name in Greek texts, but the figure that appears named as such on Geloan coins is clearly female. She has been 
variously identified with a water nymph, a Tyche (patron goddess of a city), a Nike (goddess of Victory) and Demeter, and was likely regarded 
as a multi-faceted goddess combining many attributes, a protectress of the city of Gela. Her first appearance is with this issue, crowning the 
bull of Gela with a wreath, signaling victory over the native Sikels by a combined Greek army in which Gela played a significant role. Her 
second and last mention is a more somber occasion, being a plea for divine intervention on an emergency coinage struck as Gela and many 
other Greek cities in the west and south of Sicily fell to Carthaginian invasion at the end of the 5th century BC.

Located on the eastern shore of Sicily in the shadow of Mt. Aitna, Naxos was the oldest of the Greek colonies on the island, founded in 735 BC 
by colonists from Chalkis (in Euboia), and Ionia. According to Thucydides (1.100), Naxos established its own colony by founding Leontini in 
730 BC, which was soon followed by the foundation of a second colony, Aitna, later known as Katane. Owing to the fertility of the volcanic soil 
of Mt. Aitna, Naxos developed an economy of viticulture, and along with Leontini and Katane, became very prosperous. This wealth attracted 
the attention of Syracuse, which subjugated Naxos in 476 BC, removing its citizens along with those of Katane to Leontini. Upon the death of 
Hieron in 461 BC, the Naxians were reinstated to their original city, and formed a close alliance with Leontini and Katane. During the Sicilian 
Expedition in 427 BC, Naxos actively provided support to the Athenians, who had sent a large fleet to attempt to neutralize Syracuse’s aid to 
Sparta. In 409 BC, Naxos sided with Syracuse against the Carthaginians, but in 403 BC, the tyrant Dionysios of Syracuse turned against the 
Naxians, destroying the city and selling the women and children into slavery. 


Coins of Naxos in this period display a genuine classical style, with lifelike depictions of the river god Assinos on the obverse and Silenos 
on the reverse. Silenos was the companion and tutor of Dionysos and was often depicted as a bald, fat man with thick lips and a squat nose. 
A figure who was usually drunk because he often consumed large quantities of wine, he had to be supported by satyrs or carried by a donkey. 
Silenos, however, was considered quite wise, and was claimed to possess secret knowledge and the power of prophecy while intoxicated. 
According to a play of Eurpides, the Cyclops, he had been forced to attend Polyphemos, who dwelled in the region of Mt. Aitna, one reason for 
its appearance on this coin of Naxos. The obvious reason for the choice of these types, however, is that they are direct allusions to the source 
of Naxos’ wealth and power, her wine production.

None of the sales of this coin list the Northwick pedigree; only Schwacbacher does, in his die study of the series. The reason is that in the 
Bunbury sale, the Northwick pedigree is incorrectly listed on lot 387. This mistake is clear by virtue of the description of that lot, which notes 
the obverse legend runs right to left (it is retrograde). In the Northwick catalog, the legend is listed as “SEAINONT.” without mention of it 
being retrograde (where other lots in the sale clearly mark such legends). No other Selinos coins in the Northwick sale can possibly be the 
same as Bunbury 387, so the Northwick pedigree must have been listed erroneously for that lot. In contrast, the weight and description of the 
present coin are a perfect match for the Northwick coin. 


Situated on the southwest coast of Sicily at the mouth of the Selinunte River, Selinos was founded by colonists from Megara Hyblaia, a town 
on the eastern coast of the island. The coinage of Selinos regularly featured a wild parsley leaf, since the ancient Greek name for this, selinos, 
provided an allusive pun on the town’s name. The reverse design of the fifth-century BC tetradrachms struck by Selinos, however, are more 
challenging to interpret Head argued that the design represented the cure of a local plague by the philosopher Empedokles, an event related by 
the third-century AD philosopher Diogenes Laertius (8.2.70). The iconography does appear to confirm this interpretation: the the local river- 
god, now no longer in his traditional form as a man-headed bull (necessitating perhaps the inclusion of a bull into the scene), is seen holding 
a lustral branch and sacrificing at an altar (of Apollo?), which is attended by a cock, a bird sacred to Asklepios, the god of healing (cf. Plato, 
Phaedo 117a-118). The association of Apollo with Asklepios is more than coincidental: Apollo was the father of Asklepios, and in his role as 
ctAeEixaxoc, Apollo was able to relieve the destruction which he (as well as his sister Artemis, seen together with him on the obverse) could 
also create in his role as opvOeuc, the bringer of plague.

By the middle of the 5th century BC, the situation in Sicily resembled much later developments in Renaissance Italy, where local princes 
engaged in continual warfare among themselves, while employing the services of the finest contemporary artists and craftsmen. Wars required 
significant amounts of money to hire mercenaries, and the increasing cultural sophistication of the courts encouraged artistic experimentation 
— the result was the patronizing of some of the most talented coin engravers in history. In Syracuse and surrounding cities, the anonymous 
“Demareteion Master” and the “Maestro della foglia” were followed by their students and successors - Choirion, Euainetos, Eumenos, 
Exakestidas, Herakleidas - all of whom proudly signed their works. These masters developed new ways of viewing the world through art, 
portraying motion and life in miniature. The silver tetradrachm was the preferred denomination for such expression, providing a sufficient 
canvas upon which these artists had free-range to play. 


At Syracuse, these artists infused the standard typology - the victorious charioteer and the head of Arethusa - with a vigorous lifelike quality 
that stands among the finest works of numismatic art. The chariot scene was transformed from a two-dimensional view to a dynamic three- 
dimensional perspective, with the horses arrayed in a manner to give the viewer the impression that the horses are emerging from the field. 
On the reverse, the previously stoic and sedate profile of Arethusa was now imbued with an individuality. Although her adornments varied in 
the way her hair was kept and the kind of earrings she wore, the vitality of her countenance now offered a radiant immortality. Although we 
are most familiar with the artists who signed their dies, some of the finest dies were left unsigned. The present coin, although unsigned, is an 
excellent example of the highest art of this period.

Dionysios assumed power in 405 BC and immediately set out to make Syracuse the greatest and best fortified city in all of Greece. He was 
defending against the renewed imperialistic expansion of Carthage. Three times he defeated the Carthaginians bringing further prestige and 
wealth to Syracuse. During his reign the Syracuse navy became the most powerful in the Mediterranean, allowing Syracuse to expand her 
territorial control over much of southern Italy. 


Dionysios reintroduced the large and ostentatious silver dekadrachms, a denomination that had not been used in Syracuse since the issue of the 
Demareteion decades earlier. Dionysios entrusted two of the greatest local numismatic artists, Kimon and Euainetos to design these impressive 
pieces. The regard for this coin in modern times is reflected by the fact that it is considered a must for any first rank collection of Greek coins.

Ainos came rather late to currency production, striking its first tetradrachms only after the expulsion of the Persians from northern Greece 
following Xerxes’ defeat at Salamis. Its first period ended with the Athenian coinage decree of 449 BC, but the mint was in operation again 
by circa 435 BC, tapering off rapidly until disappearing with the conquest of the city by Philip of Macedon in 342 BC. Its uniform types 
throughout its history were Hermes and the goat, the latter the symbol of the pasture land that provided what prosperity Ainos had. Hermes was 
the patron deity of Ainos, dating from the time of the Trojan War. According to a poem by Kallimachos, the sculptor Epeios, who constructed 
the Trojan Horse, also made a wooden statue (t6 EG6avov) of Hermes, which was washed out to sea and recovered by fishermen by the Hebros 
river. The fishermen, thinking it just a piece of driftwood, tried to burn it in their bonfire. When it failed to burn they took fright and threw 
it back into the sea, which promptly cast it back again. The natives accepted it as a relic of the gods, and erected the sanctuary of Hermes 
Perpheraios (the Wanderer) at the future site of Ainos. The later coins of Ainos, with their splendid facing head of Hermes, showcase some of 
the finest numismatic art of the Greek world. Nevertheless, Ainos never became an important city or trading center. The climate might have 
had something to do with it; according to Athaneus, Ainos had two seasons, eight months of cold and four months of winter. At least the goats 
liked it.

Lysimachos type coinage was so popular, and became so commonly accepted, that cities in the region of Lysimachos’ empire continued to 
produce coinage in the Thracian king’s name long after his death. These posthumous coins, struck over some 200 years, are not issues of 
Lysimachos, but rather the civic coinage of individual cities or the imperial coinage of later kings, such as Mithradates VI of Pontos who issued 
an extensive gold and silver coinage in Lysimachos’ name. Accordingly, beginning with this catalog, CNG will list the posthumous Lysimachi 
under their respective cities or other issuing authorities; only the lifetime issues will be listed under Lysimachos. The one exception will be 
posthumous issues from uncertain mints, which will continue to be listed under Lysimachos.

At the beginning of his reign, Lysimachos continued to use Alexander’s coinage types, later modifying them by replacing Alexander’s name 
with his own. In 297 BC, Lysimachos introduced a new type: the obverse was a portrait of Alexander; the reverse was Athena, Lysimachos’ 
patron goddess. G.K Jenkins noted the power of the Alexander portrait in his commentary on the Gulbenkian Collection: “The idealized 
portrait of Alexander introduced on the coinage of Lysimachos in 297 BC is characterized by the horn of Ammon which appears above the 
ear. The allusion is to Alexander’s famous visit to the oracle of Ammon at the Siwa Oasis in 331, when the god is supposed to have greeted 
Alexander as ‘My son’.... [T]he best of the Alexander heads on Lysimachos’ coinage...have a power and brilliance of effect that is irresistible. 
It [is speculated] that these Alexander heads may have derived from an original gem carved by Pyrgoteles, an engraver prominent among the 
artists of Alexander’s court....” Regardless of the inspiration for the new design, part of the remarkable attraction of this coinage is its artistic 
variety: each engraver created his own fresh and distinctive portrayal of the world’s greatest conqueror. See CNG 81 for the background on the 
kingdom of Lysimachos as reflected in his network of mints. 


Edward T. Newell’s study of Lysimachos’ lifetime issues arranged them according to the territorial expansion of his kingdom. Unfortunately, 
Newell died before completing his study, and consequently many issues are missing from Margaret Thompson’s survey of his unfinished work. 
The many ‘unpublished’ coins that have appeared over the past two decades reveal how little is known about Lysimachos’ coinage. Although 
most catalogs list these unpublished coins as posthumous issues, this is unlikely, as most of his mint cities were taken over by other kingdoms 
following Lysimachos’ death. Nevertheless, Lysimachos type coinage was so popular, and became so commonly accepted, that some cities 
in the region of Lysimachos’ empire continued to produce coinage in the Thracian king’s name long after his death. These posthumous coins, 
struck over some 200 years, are not issues of Lysimachos, but rather the civic coinage of individual cities or the imperial coinage of later kings, 
such as Mithradates VI of Pontos who issued an extensive gold and silver coinage in Lysimachos’ name. Accordingly, beginning with this 
catalog, CNG will list the posthumous Lysimachi under their respective cities or other issuing authorities; only the lifetime issues will be listed 
under Lysimachos. The one exception will be posthumous issues from uncertain mints, which will continue to be listed under Lysimachos.

Based on stylistic grounds, Raymond argues that this dynast was not of the Bisaltai (Raymond p. 115, n. 4), but rather an independent 
tribal chieftain who retained a semblance of autonomy while paying tribute to Alexander I of Macedon. Most references retain the Bisaltai 
attribution, though, and placement among the Paeonian kings (ANS) is even more conjectural.

Krenides was a small colony of Thasos established on the plain of Philippoi, circa 360/59 BC (Diodoros, XVI 3.7). In 357 BC, these colonists 
appealed to Philip II of Macedon for aid against the local Thracians, who were attempting to oust the non-native Thasians (Stephanos of 
Byzantium, s.v. ®udwtaot). Shortly after Philip defeated the Thracians, he refounded Krenides as Philippoi, and settled a number of 
Macedonians there, who soon began to issue coinage in the name of the new city. Two series of coinage have been attributed to the city’s 
early period, while it was a Thasian colony. Both types feature the lion skin clad head of Herakles on their obverse and the legend OAZION 
HITEIPO (or EITEIPO). On the reverse, one series, only known in bronze, has a club and bow (as the present coin), while the other series, 
known in gold and bronze, has a tripod (Le Rider, Thasiennes 28-30). This second series is fundamental in establishing the placement of these 
coins at Krenides, as the staters are virtually identical in all respects to the staters of Philippoi, except for their ethnic. (See also B. Isaac, The 
Greek Settlements in Thrace until the Macedonian Conquest (Leiden: Brill, 1986], pp. 49-50.)

The Beginnings of Macedonian Regal Coinage 


The paucity of evidence for the early history of the Macedonian region in the Greek authors indicates an apparent disinterest in the region prior 
to the onset of Philip II. Apart from mythology, in which the region was populated by wild half-humans, Herodotos, in his limited descriptions 
of this period, interchanges Thrace and Macedon as well as Thracian and Macedonian, so that the entire region and its inhabitants seemed in 
their origins a nebulous, semi-barbaric group. In fact, the author’s description belied the actual close relationship between the two. A number 
of tribal groups inhabited the mountainous northern region of Macedon, Paionia, and Thrace; all of them were headed by chieftains who 
eventually adopted the nominal title of BAZIAEY, such as Getas of the Edones (see lot 223 below). At the same time, these groups entered 
into a monetary alliance based upon a common weight standard, common denominations, and common numismatic designs emphasizing 
regional mythological associations, such as Ares-Diomedes, Hermes-Apollo, and Dionysos, as well as the inclusion of specific symbols, such 
as the caduceus. By the end of the Persian wars this alliance weakened, in part because of the internal strife over Medizing, in part because of 
the rise of the Macedonian royal house. 


According to Herodotos (8.137-139), their origin can be traced to three Argive brothers of the house of Temenos and members of the Heraklidai 
who had invaded the Peloponnesos after the Trojan War. Exiled from their home, they had been forced to wander northward, eventually settling 
in Lebaia in far northern Macedon, where they hired themselves to the local king out as herders. The youngest of these three, Perdikkas, tended 
the sheep and goats, considered to be the least important task. An omen, however, demonstrated his future greatness and, upon report to the 
king, the young men were once again forced into exile. Before leaving, they demanded their due. Replying that they could have the sunlight 
coming through the smoke hole in the roof, Perdikkas marked the circle of sunlight on the ground with his knife and gathered it up within his 
garment. Understanding this to mean that the boy would eventually rule all the lands under the son, the king tried to have the young men killed. 
Saved from this fate, they made their way to Edessa near the region of the Bisaltai (according to the later author Justin, through the agency of 
a goat, for whom they renamed the city Aigai), and from there established the future Macedonian royal house. 


By the end of the sixth century BC, the Macedonian royal house became the influential power in the regional alliance; it had already been in 
diplomatic contact with the Peisistratid tyranny in Athens. The wars with Persia further extended Macedon’s importance, especially that of its 
young prince, Alexander I, the son of Amyntas. An astute politician, Alexander deftly maneuvered this precarious situation. Although he early 
on offered his sister’s hand in marriage to a Persian to offset punishment for his revenge against the high handedness of a Persian embassy in 
514-513 BC, Alexander maintained an aloof but cordial relationship with the Persians as they moved through the region in 492 BC, forcing 
the other tribes to Medize. At the same time, he worked towards a stronger association with the Greeks. Herodotos (9.44) says that on the eve 
of the battle at Plataia, Alexander entered the Athenian camp to report that a delay in engaging the Persian’s would help to further diminish 
their already low supplies. In return, he hoped the Greeks (in particular the Athenians) would assist him when the time came, thereby forging 
a relationship between the rising power in the north with the rising Greek city-state. 


As Raymond has cogently argued, the types of Alexander’s coinage reflects the position of the developing Macedonian state. The earliest types 
draw from those of the Thraco-Macedonian alliance of which Macedon was a part. Uninscribed issues, like our coin, earlier assigned to the 
Bisaltai must now be assigned to Alexander at the stage at which Macedon remained an equal member of the alliance and had not yet achieved 
pre-eminent power in the region, since similar issues inscribed with his name are later and fall into the period after the Persian Wars when 
Alexander, confident in his support from the Athenians after Plataia, began to consolidate Macedonian control over the other tribes.

All references to the Copenhagen and ANS coins record “three dots” under the horse, rather than an A. This is likely an error due to the poor 
preservation of their coins. The illustration in SNG Copenhagen, perhaps the clearest of all the references illustrating that example, shows that 
the dots may be connected by lines. Such lines are also slightly visible on the photograph of the ANS coin, which the ANS catalog lists as “[p] 
robably the obv. die of Raymond pl. XI, c.” The BMC catalog actually lists four dots, but without an illustration; it is uncertain whether wear 
is a factor in reading this coin. On the present coin, as well as the SNG Alpha Bank example, the A is plainly visible, and, in contrast to the 
others, both of these coins are well-preserved examples struck from relatively fresh dies. The appearance of the A also suggests this coin may 
be more appropriate to Alexander’s Group II coinage (circa 477/6-460 BC), where it occurs on many of his issues.

The addition of the gilding to this bronze issue is perplexing. In her study of the pre-Philip II regal Macedonian coinage, including a preliminary 
record of all the bronze coins, Westermark does not mention this phenomena on any specimen she was aware of. Although there is a record of 
many silver plated coins in this period, there is no evidence, with the possible exception of the present piece, to suggest there was an attempt 
to distribute a gold-plated issue for any of the kings. Moreover, there are no known gold coins for any of these early kings. Unless further 
evidence is found, the likeliest explanation is that the gilding was applied for purely aesthetic reasons.

The Posthumous Issues of Alexander 


Alexander type coinage was so popular, and became so commonly accepted, that the successor kingdoms, as well as cities in the region of 
Alexander’s empire, continued to produce coinage in Alexander’s name long after his death. These posthumous coins, struck over some 200 
years, are not issues of Alexander, but rather the royal coinage of other kings or the civic coinage of individual cities. Accordingly, beginning 
with this catalog, CNG will list the posthumous Alexanders under their respective cities and kings (if a single king is identifiable for a given 
issue). In sum, only the lifetime issues will be listed under Alexander, except for issues from an uncertain mint, issues given to more than one 
possible king, or issues where the attribution to a specific king is not certain (as with lot 421, below).

The town of Karne, a small neighbor of Arados, struck two issues during the time of Alexander, both with this civic KA monogram in the left 
field. The two issues are differentiated by the presence of the royal title, but also the overall style of the engraving. The issues without the royal 
title (Price 3429) have a distinct style that parallel’s Duyrat’s Group I-III at Arados, circa 332-324 BC, but is most likely a parallel to Group 
III, which has the civic monogram of Arados as a control mark. The Karne issues with the title (Price 3430) have a style directly paralleling 
Duyrat’s large Group IV, circa 324-320 BC. Karne also had two issues in the later 3rd century, with dates corresponding to 225/4 BC, also 
paralleling similar issues at Arados. All of these issues are extremely rare. Only two Karne tetradrachms have been offered at auction in the past 
decade. Lanz 138 (2007), lot 306, was an example from the first issue that realized 3600 euro (over 5000 USD at the time), while the Pittman 
Collection coin (CNG 66 [2004], lot 247), of the same type and condition as the present piece, had a hammer of 2300 USD.

Rousseva’s example from the Cerpaev hoard (IGCH 468) is apparently the only example of this type published. She attributed that example, 
which was not linked to others in the hoard, based on the control mark, to Argos, circa 290-280 BC. While this date for any Alexanders at Argos 
is incorrect (see Price, as well as the intro to Argos in BCD Peloponnesos), an attribution to that city is unlikely for two reasons. First, the style 
is significantly different from other Argive Alexanders. Second, and most importantly, the style and fabric link this issue to coins with different 
controls (Phrygian helmet [Triton XII, 201] and akrostolion/serpent [Triton XI, 119 = Gemini III, 98]) that are not marks used at Argos. The 
overall style, and particularly that of the obverse portrait and the throne on the reverse, is most similar to the mints of Ionia in the 3rd century 
BC (see, e.g., Price pl. LVI, 1697 [Mytilene] and pl. LIX, 1874 [Ephesos]). Erythrai is known to use the club as a regular symbol, but always 
in conjunction with a monogram, and the controls of the related issues, noted above, also are not found there. Most problematic for attributing 
these coins to western Asia Minor is the appearance of a dotted border on the reverse of some of them, a characteristic that is not found at any 
of these mints in this period.

This collector’s mark has generated much speculation regarding its owner. Originating with Cavedoni (Atti e Memorie Accademia di Scienze, 
Lettere, ed Arti [1825]), who based his assumptions on an earlier statement of Maffei and the vague assertion of Eckhel, this mark was 
assigned to the d’Este family, a wealthy and powerful Renaissance family from the Emilia-Romana region of Italy, whose badge included an 
eagle. That attribution contradicted earlier numismatists, including Spanheim (Dissertationes de praestantia et usu Numismatum antiquorum 
[1717]), who assigned the mark to the Gonzagas, the rulers of Mantua, a city with an important ancient Roman connection (it had been the 
poet Vergil’s birthplace). In 1433, the Holy Roman Emperor Sigismund granted Gian Francesco Gonzaga (1395-1444), the first Marquis, the 
privilege a of new coat-of-arms, which contained an imperial eagle badge. This device was included on the town’s silver coinage for the next 
two centuries. Simonetta and Riva (QT VIII [1979]) revisited the controversy, concluding that the mark was of the Gonzaga family. The mark 
served to inventory the piece to their collection, which, from the extant inventory, included a number of important Roman coins. Beginning 
in 1628, these coins were dispersed in order to fund the family’s political and territorial ambitions. In their follow-up article (QT XII [1983]), 
Simonetta and Riva presented a heretofore unknown 1653-1654 French narrative (Voyage d’Italie curieux et nouveau |Lyon, 1681]), as further 
evidence of the Gonzaga connection. Writing of his visit to Mantua, the author, Jean Huguetan, speaks of the coin collection having already 
been dispersed; these coins, however, can be recognized “by a small eagle with which they have been stamped (4 une petite aigle dont on les 
avoit marquées). This statement supports Spanheim’s later one regarding similar coins (ex insculpta in iis, Gonzagarum insigni, Aquila) in the 
possession of the d’Este dukes of Modena. While the d’Este family had married into the Gonzaga family and had acquired specimens in early 
dispersal of the Mantuan collection, they have no more specific association with this collector’s mark.

Founded in the fifth century BC, the Akarnanian Confederacy was composed from time to time of a varying number of the local towns. In 
438 BC, the Confederacy allied itself with Athens, providing it with support during the Peloponnesian War, while at the same time expanding 
its own control in the region. During this period the Confederacy began to issue coinage, which, like the coins of many of the other Greek 
confederacies, were struck in the city-states of its leading members. The obverse of this federal coinage depicts the head of the river-god 
Acheloos, the eponymous patron of the river which formed the natural boundary between Akarnania and Aitolia. The reverse may depict 
Apollo Aktiakos, whose temple was located on the promontory overlooking the Gulf of Ambrakia and which may have served as the meeting 
place of the confederacy’s members. 


During the fourth century BC, the Confederacy shifted its alliances between Sparta and Athens as they struggled to control Greece. By the 
latter part of the century, however, the Akarnanian Confederacy was allied with Macedon. In 314 BC, it sided with Kassander in the Diadoch 
Wars. Periodic border conflicts with the Aitolians resulted in the loss of Akarnanian border territories and, although an agreement was reached 
in 263/2 BC, by 250 BC, at about the same time this quarter stater was minted, the Akarnanian Confederacy was divided between the Aitolians 
and the Molossians in Epeiros. In 230 BC the Akarnanian Confederacy enjoyed a brief revival, but after the Battle of Pydna in 168 BC, 
information about it disappears from the historical record.

Recent hoard evidence has established that Seltman groups H and L are the earliest issues of the famous Athenian owls. This particular coin, 
from group L, is significant. Obviously, the obverse is exceptional for its nearly complete crest and perfect centering on the flan. Of particular 
note, there appears to be small linear devices above the visor that are not found on any other die in the series. Although the obverse brings a 
new die to the corpus, the reverse is known from a single specimen in the Boston Museum of Fine Arts (Seltman 338). That coin was previously 
in the Catherine Perkins Collection, and also was in the collection of E.P. Warren, from whom Boston acquired the piece. A salient feature of 
the owl is the form of the feathers on its body. Typically, these are represented as large pellets, but here they appear as tiny pellets within a 
framework of polygons. Seltman’s corpus of dies shows only three reverses that have this characteristic: P248, in group H; and P283 and P290 
in group L. The scant number of dies in these consecutive groups, as well as the unusual characteristic of style, suggest that these may all be 
from the hand of the same engraver.

Named for its inhabitants, the Eleans, Elis was a district located in the western Peloponnese, border by Achaea to the northeast, Arkadia to 
the east, and Messenia to the south. Though the city of Elis itself was one of the largest classical cities in the Peloponnese, Olympia was its 
most important site. The home of the Olympic festival, traditionally dated to 776 BC, Elis was also the home of the judges of these games, 
the Hellanodikai. In order to support the volume of visitors which the games attracted, mints were established specifically for the striking of 
a uniform coinage which could serve as the medium of exchange throughout the ceremonies. The first of these two mints was located at the 
Temple of Zeus, and began striking coins for the 78th Olympiad of 468 BC. This was followed by the addition of a second mint at the Temple 
of Hera circa 421/0 BC.

Diomedes, the heroic king of Argos, was one of the famous Achaeans who fought at Troy. He and the Greater Ajax were considered their 
second-best warriors, after Achilles. According to Homer’s Jliad, he was a brilliant and courageous fighter, whose zeal in pitched battle led to 
the wounding of the goddess Aphrodite (//. 5.330-351). In the non-Homeric stories of Troy, Diomedes, with the help of Odysseus, stole the 
Palladion from its sanctuary in the Trojan citadel, thereby fulfilling the prophecy that doing so would effect the downfall of Troy (Apollodoros, 
Epitome 5. 10; Konon, Diegesis 34). 


The Palladion (Latin Palladium) was a xoanon, or ancient wooden effigy, of Pallas Athena that had purportedly fallen from heaven. According 
to Apollodoros (Library 3.12.3), it was fashioned by Athena and named in memory of Pallas, the daughter of Triton, who was accidentally 
killed while sporting with the goddess. It remained on Olympos until it was cast out of heaven into the countryside around Troy. It was 
discovered there by Ilos, who enshrined it in his newly founded city of Ilion (Troy), where it remained until the Trojan War. 


Following its theft, many legends arose regarding the whereabouts of the Palladion. It was reputed to have remained in the possession of either 
Diomedes or Odysseus. The Athenians claimed that it was kept in the Erechtheion on the Acropolis and was ritually cleaned in an annual 
ceremony called the Plyntereia (the Clothes Washing Ceremony). The Roman poet Virgil asserted that the figurine had not been stolen at all, 
but had been saved by the Trojan hero Aeneas during Troy’s fall, and brought to Italy, where centuries later it was installed in the Temple 
of Vesta on the Roman Forum. In early Christian times, Clement of Alexandria (Protrepticus 4.46.3) claimed to have personally seen it and 
described it as “‘a shapeless, dark piece of wood.”

One of the great rarities of the late Classical coinage of Greece, and a true masterpiece of Greek numismatic art. There are 33 of these staters 
known to Gerin, of which 21 are in public museums. Two previous great examples have been sold in recent years. The BCD specimen in LHS 
96 (8 May 2006), lot 1512, sold for 220,000 CHF, and the Gillet coin from Kunstfreund, which reappeared as lot 224 in Leu 77 (11 May 2000), 
sold for 240,000 CHF on an estimate of 80,000. 


After the Boeotian victory over the Spartans at Leuktra in 371 BC, an anti-Spartan democratic movement arose in Arkadia in the central 
Peloponnesos. By 369 BC a confederacy of most of the Arkadian city-states was established, and, under the auspices of the Boeotian leader 
Epaminondas, a city was founded by combining five pre-existing neighboring villages. This new urban center, Megalopolis, became the capital 
of the short-lived Arkadian League and, like Messene, a fortified buffer against Spartan power in the Peloponnesos. Though it experienced 


difficulties with its constituent communities, Megalopolis developed into the largest city in Arkadia and exerted a strong influence in the 
Peloponnesos. 


These staters of the Arkadian league, struck at Megalopolis, were produced at the height of the confederacy’s power. The head of Zeus is likely 
adopted from Leochares’ statue of Zeus Brontaios at Olympia, a city the League conquered just prior to the issue of these staters. According 
to Gerin’s dating, these staters comprised a short series struck from Spring 363 until the Battle of Mantinea in July 362. Thereafter the League 
dissolved into two factions, respectively centered on Megalopolis and Mantinea, and each entered a steady decline into irrelevancy.

Alexander-type coinage was so popular, and became so commonly accepted, that the successor kingdoms, as well as cities in the region of 
Alexander’s empire, continued to produce coinage in Alexander’s name long after his death. These posthumous coins, struck over some 200 
years, are not issues of Alexander, but rather the royal coinage of other kings or the civic coinage of individual cities. Accordingly, beginning 
with this catalog, CNG will list the posthumous Alexanders under their respective cities and kings (if a single king is identifiable for a given 
issue). In sum, only the lifetime issues will be listed under Alexander, except for issues from an uncertain mint, issues given to more than one 
possible king, or issues where the attribution to a specific king is not certain (as with lot 421, above).

For almost fifty years Ptolemy’s father, Juba II, maintained order in North Africa as one of Rome’s most loyal client kings. He had been given 
Cleopatra’s daughter, Cleopatra Selene as a wife by a grateful Augustus, and their son Ptolemy succeeded him in AD 24. Ptolemy was not the 
strong leader his father had been, and increasing restiveness among the tribes led to the outbreak of several revolts, which he could not quell. 
Ptolemy was called to Rome for consultations in 40 AD, where he was murdered by the unstable emperor Gaius Caligula. Mauritania was 
formally annexed to the empire in AD 44, and the revolts were brutally crushed by Roman legions. These rare coins in the name of “Ptolemy, 
son of King Juba” affirm the continuity of the Mauritanian dynasty and its long dedication to the “Roman Peace” of Augustus at a time when 
strains were opening in the relationship between overlord and client king. The death of Ptolemy marked the final end of the dynasty begun by 
his illustrious ancestor, Ptolemy I Soter.

During his short four year reign, Artabanos remained chiefly preoccupied with repeated unrest in the southern provinces of Mesene and Elam, 
and the nomad attacks in north-east Parthia. Although largely successful in extending Arsakid jurisdiction over the southern regions of the 
empire (confirmed by his $18.2 tetradrachm from Susa and S21 series from Seleukeia), and in pushing the northern invaders as far as Margiane 
(attested by his S20.5-6, $22.4, and Shore 64 drachms), he seems to have ultimately succumbed to a poisoned arrow he received in his arm 
while fighting the “Tochari” in eastern Parthia about April or May 122 BC. 


The undated $21.4 coinage represented by this example is the initial tetradrachm issue for Artabanos from the mint of Seleukeia. The two 
sub-varieties with a horse head symbol indicate that the entire $21.4 issue is a celebratory coinage struck in commemoration of Artabanos’ 
reestablishment of Parthian control in Media and its projection into Susiana.

The “annual” Susa bronze coinages attest to the presence of a new king, Artabanos II, in that city as early as 78/7 BC, although the Babylonian 
tablets continue to mention Orodes I until March/April 75 BC. Artabanos was probably a younger son of Mithradates II and hence the epithet 
OEOMAT®P on his S30 coinage. Unfortunately, the surviving cuneiform fragments give no insight into the political situation in Parthia during 
the reign of this king. The youthful portrait on his $30.12 tetradrachm, though, confirms that he was no older than twenty when he captured the 
royal mint at Seleukeia and expelled Orodes I from Babylon. The presence of a “mule” drachm with a S30 obverse and a $33 reverse indicates 
that Sinatrukes was still active in north-east Parthia. We also know that Artabanos II remained unchallenged in Babylonia until March 69 BC. 
The subsequent inclusion of the name of his queen, Piruztana, in the date formulas of the Babylonian tablets indicates that his authority was 
disputed by a contender for the throne soon afterwards. 


The latest written record from the reign of Artabanos II dates to January 67 BC, but numismatic evidence ($30.18, S30.21-25, and S30.28- 
29 drachms with full mint names, and $30.30 with the monogram of Mithradatkart) suggests that he remained active in central and northern 
Parthia until 62/1 BC.

Both Holt and Bopearachchi list a monogram that appears to be an combination of MY, with the lower bar of the Y extending downward from 
the middle of the M. This coin shows a similar monogram, but has an additional horizontal, or slightly curving, bar at the center of the M.

Archebios was among the late rulers of the Indo-Greek kingdom, which had been greatly reduced in size as a result of the Skythian migrations 
and the growth of their domains under Maues. Very little is known of his reign except for his coinage; the monograms of which show that his 
area of control was Taxila and its environs. He was the last to rule there before the city was taken by Maues. Archebios’ coinage is relatively 
rare. His tetradrachms are typically found with a helmeted bust, and other types, such as the present coin, are extremely rare.

Deriving from the Phrygian goddess Matar Kubileya, or “Mountain-Mother”, Cybele was a manifestation of the Great Mother, an ancient deity 
who embodied the Earth’s fertility, the rugged mountains and deep recesses, and wild animals. Her association with untamed and unrestrained 
nature is similar to Dionysos, and Cybele is often depicted with a lion (or biga drawn by lions), and a tympanon, or drum, used to drive her 
male devotees into a state of ecstasy, resulting in self castration. To varying degrees, the attributes of Cybele were adopted by the Greeks and 
Romans in their own fertility goddesses. Beginning in the late sixth century BC, however, the Greeks adopted the worship of Cybele herself 
and in 210 BC, during the height of the Second Punic War (218-201 BC), the cult was introduced to the Romans when an archaic xoanon of the 
goddess was brought to the capital from Pessinos in Phrygia where Cybele was venerated along with the hermaphroditic deity, Agdistis, as well 
as Attis. While the annual Roman festival held in honor of Cybele each April, the Ludi Megalenses, represented a greatly sanitized veneration 
of the goddess, the presence of the other two associated deities reveals a somewhat more ancient, complex, and violent myth. 


According to Pausanias (7.17.5), Attis was the son of Nana, the daughter of the local river-god, Sangarios. To conceive the child, Nana 
impregnated herself with the fruit of an almond-tree that had grown out of the severed male genitals of Agdistis, a local hermaphroditic deity. 
After the baby’s birth, she abandoned it, and it was reared by a he-goat. When Attis grew to maturity, he attracted the attention of the local 
king, who wished to betroth his daughter to the boy. It was either the goddess Agdistis, now female only, or Cybele, who at this point became 
infatuated with Attis; in both versions, each goddess appeared in her transcendent power at the moment that the marriage-song was being sung 
(Arnobius, Adversus Gentes, 9.5.4). Attis went mad and died by castrating himself, a practice which the male worshippers of Cybele, known 
as korybantes or galli, would continue to practice. In repentance for causing the death of Attis, the goddess ensured that the boy’s body would 
remain incorruptable and he was buried at the foot of a Phrygian mountain, which came to be known as Agdistis. 


A Lydian version of this myth, derived from that of Phrygia and also noted by Pausanias, relates that when Attis introduced the cult of the 


Mother Goddess, known now as Cybele, to the Lydians, Zeus, in a jealous rage, sent a boar to plague the land. While hunting it, Attis was gored 
by the boar and died. This version may have been created later to provide an etiology for the refusal of the Gauls in that region to eat pork.

The reverse of this medallion is one of many similar types struck by Philippopolis to commemorate the Pythian Games (to. 10 01a), one of the 
four Greek Panhellenic Games that occurred in the second year of each four-year Olympic cycle. Held in honor of Apollo, the god of arts and 
“civilization”, these games featured competitions for music and poetry in addition to feats of athletic skill, and were meant to evoke the best 
of Greco-Roman culture. This particular games in AD 215, coming as it did in during Caracalla’s march east to fight the Persians, must have 
invested the event with further significance: by situating the occurrence of the games at such a crucial moment, the gods had signaled their 
approval for Caracalla’s enterprise against the “barbarians.”

Commemorating Severus’s Eastern Campaigns

During the civil war between Septimius Severus and Pescennius Niger, those allied people in Mesopotamia — the Osrhoeni and the Adiabeni 
— took advantage of the situation by capturing Roman garrisons there and launching an unsuccessful attack on the Roman-allied city of 
Nisibis. In return for peace and a return of Roman captives, these people demanded that the remaining Roman garrisons there be removed. 
Refusing to do so, Severus marched into upper Mesopotamia in the spring of AD 195. Almost immediately, the Osrhoeni and the Adiabeni 
surrendered, and much of the upper Mesopotamia was organized into a Roman province, while Osrhoene remained autonomous, but much 
diminished. 


Now with the situation in the east temporarily under control, Severus returned to the west to deal with Clodius Aibinus. In the meantime, 
however, the eastern frontier became destabilized when, in AD 197, Nisibis was again besieged. Severus used returned east to deal with the 
situation. This time, however, in addition bringing the rebellious eastern territories to heel, Severus also marched against a much-weakened 
Parthia. The Romans easily swept through upper Mesopotamia, and down the Euphrates, sacking Seleucia, Babylon, and the capital, Ctesiphon, 
which the Parthian king Vologaeses V had abandoned. For this, Severus adopted the title Parthicus Maximus and elevated his son Caracalla to 
Augustus, and Geta to Caesar.

Syncretizing Egyptian and Greek Mythology

The sphinx, a zoomorphic figure in Ancient Egyptian mythology, was commonly represented by a recumbent lion with a human head and 
associated with the solar deity Sekhmet. Adapted by the Greeks, the mythological concept of the sphinx was modified and was believed to be 
the offspring of the monster Echidna (half nymph and half snake) and Orthos (the Hound of Geryon). The body of a lion was retained, but the 
Greek sphinx specifically possessed feminine features, as well as wings, and became associated with destruction and misfortune. 


The numismatic representations of the sphinx were adopted from this Greek interpretation, as the presence of wings was a common feature. 
The mythology, however, can still be seen to be closer to its original Egyptian concept, such as in this example. The wheel on which the sphinx 
rests its forepaw may in fact represent the solar disk —a symbol closely associated with Sekhmet and, in the beliefs contemporary to the region 
around Sebaste, Shamash and Ba’al, Mesopotamian and Levantine solar deities, respectively. The presence of the radiate bust above the sphinx 
furthers this connection with the sun.

Because of the reverse, this tetradrachm has been erroneously attributed an issue related to the Festival of Isis coinage. Alfoldi, in his work 
on the subject, demonstrated that all the Festival of Isis coinage was of imperial type, minted at Rome in the later fourth century AD, and 
conformed to a standardized legend and type - VOTA PVBLICA and the goddess standing on her divine ship. Since he listed no provincial 
issues commemorating the festival, and since the striking of provincial coinage had ended by the beginning of the fourth century, it is reasonable 
to conclude that this tetradrachm, while it does depict Isis, is not to be associated with the festival in Rome. 


In any event, this type is very rare, and some extremely rare Alexandrian coins may offer a clue for its use under Diocletian. Egypt was 
undergoing a number of economic changes as the Roman government was beginning to end the production of its provincial coinage and 
replacing it with imperial types. During this transition, while the mint was striking tetradrachms of a more imperial style with increasingly 
imperial types, very rare undated issues, some with specifically Egyptian reverses, such as this coin, were also struck. Most likely, these latter 
coins were an attempt to ease the changes taking place and accommodate a population used to its local monetary types. Ultimately, this policy 
failed to satisfy, for shortly after the new imperial coinage was introduced, a revolt in Egypt broke out under Domitius Domitianus.

The revolt of Rome’s Italian allies (socii, hence ‘Social War’) broke out toward the close of the year 91 BC and was the culmination of 
longstanding grievances occasioned by the Senate’s inept handling of foreign relations. The Marsi were especially prominent in this movement, 
hence the name ‘Marsic Confederation’ which is often applied to the rebel state. The main fighting was in the years 90-89 BC and the rebellion 
assumed alarming proportions when both consuls for 90 BC were defeated by rebel armies. Rome appeared to be in serious danger of defeat, 
but the movement collapsed as suddenly as it had begun. The victory was probably achieved largely through the political concession of 
granting Roman citizenship to the enemy. Thereafter, all of Italy south of the Po was united by this common bond. The coinage of the Marsic 
Confederation is of great interest, consisting principally of silver denarii, some of which bear the names of the rebel generals. This exceptional 
specimen records a certain Gaius Paapius Mutilius, consul of the rebel state and commander of the Samnite forces. Mutilius was defeated by 
Sulla in the later stages of the war and his subsequent history is uncertain, though it is possible that he survived to extreme old age when a 
wealthy man described as “‘a leader of the Samnites during the Social War” was proscribed by the Triumviral government in 43 BC (cf. Appian, 
Civil Wars, iv. 25). The reverse depicts an oath-taking scene symbolizing the unity of the confederation of Italian states. Interestingly, the 
entire coin type is closely modeled on an issue of the moneyer Tiberius Veturius whose coinage is dated by Crawford (234/1) to circa 137 BC. 
Veturius’ reverse shows two soldiers taking the oath and is generally interpreted as referring to an agreement made with the Samnites in 321 
BC (treaty of Caudium). This would have made it especially appropriate for an issue of the Samnite leader in the Social War.

Julia, the only child of Augustus, was born to him by his second wife, Scribonia. While still an infant, Julia was betrothed to Mark Antony’s 
son Antyllus, whom Augustus (still as Octavian) had executed in 30 BC. She was married in 25 BC to Marcellus, the son of Augustus’s sister, 
Octavia, but when Marcellus died in 21 BC, Julia was then married to Agrippa, Augustus’s second-in-command and the victor of Actium. By 
Agrippa Julia had five children; her oldest sons, Caius and Lucius, were groomed to succeed Augustus upon his death. Julia’s third marriage, 
following Agrippa’s death in 12 BC, was to Tiberius, Augustus’s stepson, who then had been taking over some of Augustus’s military duties. 
This third marriage proved to be an unhappy one for Julia, who began to engage in various extramarital affairs, and for Tiberius, who, 
having been forced to give up his previous (and happy) marriage in order to marry Julia, became increasingly unhappy by Julia’s actions and 
withdrew to Rhodes in 4 BC. Augustus’s banishment of Julia in 2 BC, as well as the deaths of Caius in AD 4 and Lucius in AD 2 necessitated 
a rapproachment between Tiberius and Augustus, with Tiberius’s recall from Rhodes and appointment as heir in AD 4.

The Temple of Janus, the Roman god of beginnings and endings, was one of Rome’s most ancient centers of worship. It was said that Romulus 
had built it after he made peace with the Sabines, and that it was king Numa who decreed that its doors should be opened during times of war 
and shut during times of peace. In all of Roman history until the reign of Nero, the temple doors had been shut perhaps five or six times — once 
under king Numa (who originated the tradition), once at the end of the Second Punic War, three times under Augustus, and, according to Ovid, 
once under Tiberius. 


In 65 AD, when peace had been generally established in the Empire, Nero understandably requested the closing of the temple’s doors. He 
marked the event with great celebrations and trumpeted his pacific policy by issuing a large and impressive series of coins. The inscription on 
this issue announces “the doors of Janus have been closed after peace has been procured for the Roman People on the land and on the sea.” The 
doors of the temple probably remained closed for less than a year, being opened again with the onset of strife in Judaea in 66.

Opened to the public during Titus’ rule, in 
AD 80, and commemorated by Martial in de Spectaculis, the Colosseum was welcomed with great fanfare and games. During the opening 
ceremonies a great number of animals, including elephants, were both exhibited and slaughtered.

Domitian always stood in the shadow of his father and elder brother. Vespasian and Titus had been heaped with military and civic honors 
throughout their long and distinguished careers. When he became emperor in AD 81, Domitian sought to gain the glory that would equal or 
exceed that his father and brother had won in the Jewish War, and launched a series of moderately successful campaigns against the Germans 
and Dacians. This aureus proclaims him as Germanicus, a title he had assumed about a decade earlier, and serves as a memoir of his triumph 
in AD 89.

Under Trajan and Hadrian several series of bronze quadrantes were struck in the names of the imperial mines in Noricum, Dalmatia, Pannonia, 
and Moesia (Dardania). These operations supplied metal for the mint at Rome, and perhaps were the sites of workshops to produce coinage 
for local circulation or as donatives. Others theorize that these mines issues were struck at Rome itself, and served some unidentified function, 
much as the contemporary ‘nome’ coinage struck at Alexandria in Egypt.

The dating and sequence of the coinage of Macrinus has been subject to much discussion, engendered by a curious reversal in his titles. 
As Curtis Clay noted in “The Roman Coinage of Macrinus and Diadumenian,” NZ 93 (1979), pp. 21-40, Macrinus’s coins showing one 
(first) consulship follow the coins showing a second consulship. Apparently his first consular acclamation was an honorary title frequently 
given to equestrian officials. When he became a true consul in January 218, he was titled consul for the second time on his coinage until he 
apparently insisted on constitutional correctness. The honest emperor also did not press the claim of having won a victory over the Parthian 
king Artabanos; he was in fact repeatedly defeated by the invading Persian army, and only staved off disaster by agreeing to a substantial 
payment of some 15,000,000 drachms to cement a truce. The “Victoria Parthica” and quadriga coin types, and imperial title Parthicus, were 
therefore short lived phenomena; as ephemeral as his unfortunate reign.

While the obverse of this issue clearly imitates one of the Tetrici, the reverse is a novel type. There are many official issues that feature a figure 
holding a transverse spear, either the emperor, a soldier, Mars, or Virtus, but the accompanying captive standing to his right is unknown. The 
style and fabric are most similar to the barbarous radiates found in hoards deposited in Gaul. Although there are a few small issues featuring 
a similarly depicted Virtus with a seated captive before him, these emperor/soldier/Virtus-and-captive types are far more prevalent in Roman 
coinage of the 4th century AD, so it is likely that the present issue was struck in that century.

We hardly know what contorniates were for, but it seems that they were some kind of gaming counter connected, literally, with fun and games, 
heroes and superstitions, and presumably sold publicly on occasions of popular festivity in the later part of the fourth century in Rome. Many 
of their obverse types show portraits of Roman emperors and empresses from Caligula to Anthemius, it being significant that Nero, Trajan and 
Caracalla are the ones who appear most frequently and were the most enthusiastic patrons of the circus. 


Known to the Romans as Bacchus, another name by which the god was known and of possible Thracian or Phrygian origin, Dionysus was, 
according to his mythology, the son of Zeus and Semele, reared by the nymphs on Mt. Nysa, and god of fertility and wine. Numerous and 
somewhat contradictory myths regarding his life and acts exist. Having grown to manhood, Dionysus wandered through many lands, teaching 
men the culture of the vine and the mysteries of his cult. He was followed by an entourage which included satyrs, maenads, nymphs, and 
the drunken old man, Silenus. Many festivals were held in his honor; most famous were the Lesser or Rural Dionysia (in late December), 
the Greater or City Dionysia (in late spring), the Anthesteria (in early spring), and the Lenaea (in winter). Characteristically, the worship of 
Dionysus was ecstatic. Devotees mystically joined with the god through hypnotic music, dancing, consumption of wine and the raw flesh of 
sacrificial animals. Various representations show Dionysus as a full-grown bearded man, as a beast, and -- as on this contorniate -- a delicate, 
effeminate youth. The Romans identified him with the Italic god Liber and with Bacchus, who was more properly the god of wine. From the 
music, singing, and dancing at the festivals of Dionysus developed the dithyrambos and ultimately Greek drama. As knowledge of the world to 
the east expanded with Alexander’s campaigns as far as India, so did the regions from which Dionysus was thought to arrive. In the Hellenistic 
and Roman periods he was depicted as arriving in triumph from India in a car drawn by panthers, as on this contorniate, almost certainly 
reproducing an important work of art, statue group, or painting.

Bonifatius was a Roman general and comes Africae, a friend of St. Augustine and the rival of Flavius Aétius. Beginning in AD 413, he was 
sent to deal with the two main Germanic tribes ravaging Rome’s western provinces — the Visigothic king Ataulf at Massilia in AD 413, and the 
Vandals in Spain in AD 422. Because of these successes, Bonifatius appears to have been appointed comes Africae shortly thereafter. Upon the 
death of Honorius in AD 423, Joannes, the primicerius notariorum, seized power in the west. While the remaining provinces acknowledged 
Joannes as emperor, Bonifatius refused to do so, and prevented African grain shipments from reaching Rome. When Joannes was overthrown 
and Valentinian III, the son of Honorius’s sister Galla Placidia, was installed as Roman emperor in the west by Theodosius II, Bonifatius 
supported him, resuming the grain supply. Aétius’s political intrigues against Bonafatius, however, produced disastrous results, not only for 
Bonafatius, but also for the empire. 


Under the influence of Aétius, Galla Placidia became suspicious of Bonifatius’s intentions, going so far as to accuse the <i>comes</i> of 
treason. Refusing to surrender and face execution, Bonifatius sought the assistance of the Vandal king, Genseric, and offered him the right 
to settle in Africa in return for providing mercenaries for a possible war with the empress. Genseric agreed and the entire Vandalic people 
migrated across from Spain to settle in Africa. At the same time, however, Bonifatius had returned to imperial favor. No longer requiring 
mercenaries, he informed Genseric that the Vandals should return to Spain. Angered by this rejection, the Vandals attacked and pursued 
Bonafatius to the province’s capital, Hippo Regius, in AD 430. There, they conducted a year-long siege of the city, during which time St. 
Augustine, bishop of the city, perished. Bonifatius, along with a large portion of the citizens were able to flee to Italy, leaving Africa under the 
rule of the Vandals for the next century. 


The arrival of Bonifatius in Italy renewed the political intrigue of Aétius, who saw his rival’s restoration to imperial favor and promotion as a 
sign of his own downfall. Fearing dismissal, Aétius and his Germanic mercenaries marched against Bonifatius, meeting him at the Battle of 
Rimini in AD 432. Although Bonifatius won the battle, he was mortally wounded and died a few months later. 


The attribution of this type to Bonifatius is not certain, but hoard evidence suggests this issue was minted at Carthage, by virtue of its 
connection to similar issues with legends specifically naming Carthage, and belongs to the early 5th century, almost certainly before the siege 
of Hippo Regius in AD 430. The obverse legend sequence, moving from DOMINO NOSTRO to DOMINIS NOSTRIS, corresponds to the 
position of Bonifatius during the usurpation of Joannes and his support of the legitimate Roman emperors: the first legend reflects his loyalty 
to Theodosius II during the usurpation of Johannes usurped the throne in Rome, while the second demonstates his allegiance to Valentinian III, 
as well as Theodosius II (see RIC X, pp. 233-4).

Coinage of the Merovingians 


The Merovingians were a dynasty of Frankish kings who ruled in parts of present-day France and Germany from the fifth to the eighth century 
AD. Sometimes referred by their contemporaries as the “long-haired kings” (Latin reges criniti) because they symbolically left their hair uncut, 
the Merovingians claimed descent from the legendary fifth century AD leader of the Germanic Salii, Merovech. 


Initially foederati of the Romans, the Franks migrated into northern Gaul, where they settled and established petty kingdoms; the smaller 
kingdoms were soon united under Clovis [Clodowech] (AD 481-511), the founder of the Merovingian dynasty. During his reign, the last 
vestiges of Roman rule were extinguished, other competing regional Germanic tribes were absorbed, and the Visigoths were pushed southward 
into Spain. To strengthen his position, Clovis allied himself with the Church, and on Christmas Day, AD 496, he was baptized at Rheims. 


When Clovis died in AD 511, his kingdom was divided among his four sons, and, over a period of time, four main regional divisions were 
established: Neustria and Austrasia in the north; Aquitaine and Burgundy in the south. This tradition of dividing the kingdom proved an inherent 
weakness in the Merovingian state. Throughout much of the rest of the dynasty, struggles ensued as various heirs vied among themselves for a 
larger share of the royal inheritance. While some of Clovis’ descendants, most notably Chlotar I (AD 558-561) and Dagobert I (AD 629-639), 
were able to rule briefly as king over all of these areas, most of the kings were weak and relied on their palace chiefs of staff, colloquially 
known as the “mayor of the palace” (Lat. maior domus), who soon became de facto rulers. In AD 751, the mayor, Pépin le Bref (the Short), 
removed his Merovingian overlord, assumed the title of king, and became the first in the next dynasty of Frankish kings, the Carolingians.

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Coins of the First and Second Bulgarian Empires 


Founded in 681, the First Bulgarian Empire lasted until 1018, when it was annexed into the Byzantine Empire. It remained under Byzantine 
control until 1185 with the formation of the Second Bulgarian Empire. During its existence, the First Bulgarian Empire was involved in 
checking some of the major nomadic migrations, and in 717/8 it allied itself with the Byzantines, helping to defeat a Muslim siege of 
Constantinople and delay by several centuries the Islamic push into Europe. The First Empire was also involved in checking both the Avars and 
the Magyars, and stemmed the so-called second wave of the Great Migrations occurring during that time. During this same time, it prospered 
under rulers, such as Simeon I Veliki, during whose reign the country experienced its first Golden Age. By the eleventh century, however, it was 
in decline and the Krum dynasty, which had ruled Bulgaria since the ninth century and had seen the country though a period of expansion and 
conversion to Christianity, died out. Under Samuil Comitopuli there was a period of resurgence, but within a few years of his death, Bulgaria 
was absorbed by the Byzantines. The Second Bulgarian Empire began in 1185. After a period of expansion under Ivan I [Koloyan] (1197- 
1207) and Ivan Asen II (1218-1241) the country experienced a second Golden Age under Ivan Aleksander (1331-1371), but it was short-lived 
as his sons broke away parts of the kingdom into their own independent territories. After 1371, Bulgaria, now divided, grew ever weaker, and 
by the end of the fourteenth century was a much-reduced shadow of its former self.

The reign of Boris-Mihail (852-889) began with numerous setbacks. During the previous decade, Bulgaria had been fighting a two-front 
war against the Carolingians in the west and the Byzantine Empire in the east. This period was rife with shifting alliances, as the regional 
non-aligned states frequently changed sides among the three warring powers. In 864, the Byzantine emperor, Michael III, invaded Bulgarian 
territory on the pretext that, while Boris-Mihail was prepared to convert to Christianity, it was unacceptable that he would do so by following 
the Latin rite. In return for receiving territory held by the Byzantines, Boris agreed to be baptized according to the Orthodox rite, and in 
September 865 assumed the new name of Boris-Mihail, after that of the emperor. Boris also adopted the title “Knyaz,” or Duke. The adoption 
of Christianity had two effects: Boris was now in command of a Christian state, and would be able to negotiate with the rest of Christendom 
more easily; and the Byzantines now had a fellow-Orthodox ally that they hoped they could treat as a subordinate buffer against the western 
Roman Catholic powers and a source of manpower for their wars against the encroaching Ottomans.

In 927, a peace treaty with the Byzantine Empire officially recognized the transfer of the imperial title to Simeon’s son and successor, Petr 
I, his marriage to the emperor’s daughter, Maria Lakapena, who was now known as Irina, as well as the independence of the Patriarch of 
Bulgaria. However, the peace was short-lived, as a power struggle between Petr and his brothers ensued. The weakness this internecine 
struggle created resulted in the loss of territory, renewed invasions of neighboring peoples, including the capture of Preslav in 968, and the 
rise of religious schism.

Mico Asen ascended the throne by virtue of his marriage to Maria, a daughter of Ivan Asen II. Little is known about him. Becoming emperor of 
Bulgaria after the murder of his wife’s cousin, Kaliman Asen II in 1256, he had some support in the capital, but was largely opposed by the rest 
of the nobility. After an unsuccessful campaign against Theodore II Lascaris, Emperor of Nicaea, Mico lost control even over the commoners. 
When Konstantin I Tikh was proclaimed emperor, Mico and his family fled to Michael VIII Palaiologos and sought refuge in Nicaea. Here 
he was given lands in the Troad, where he remained with his family. The date of his death is unknown, but it is likely that he was no longer 
alive in 1277/1278, when his son Ivan Asen III was put forward as a claimant to the Bulgarian throne by the Byzantine Emperor Michael VIII.

Konstantin I Tikh was elected by the nobles in 1257 to replace the ineffective Mico Asen. To legitimize his claim, he married Eirene of 
Nicaea, a daughter of emperor Theodore II Doukas Laskaris by Elena of Bulgaria, the daughter of Ivan Asen II of Bulgaria. From 1259 to 1261 
Konstantin warred against Béla IV of Hungary, during which time the Hungarians captured the Bulgarian town of Vidin. Two years later, the 
Bulgarians recovered Vidin under the leadership of Jakov Svetoslav, who became its independent ruler (1263-1275). Due to the expensive and 
unsuccessful wars, repeated Mongol raids, and economic instability that followed, a revolt ensued in 1277. Its leader, the swineherd Ivailo, was 
successful and managed to take the Bulgarian throne for a time (1277-1280) following Konstantin’s death.

While the actual birth date and parentage of Georgi Terter I, who ruled as tsar of Bulgaria from 1280 to 1292, are uncertain, it is certain that 
he had at least one brother, Aldimir (Eltimir), who married the sister of the young tsar Ivan II and was appointed despotés in 1298 in return for 
protection against his uncles as well as the advancing Mongols under Chaka. Prior to his accession, Georgi Terter I allied himself with Ivan 
Asen III, which included sending his son Theodore Svetoslav to Constantinople as a hostage, and marrying the sister of Ivan Asen III. In return, 
Georgi Terter I was appointed despotés. When Ivan III Asen fled the country in 1280, Georgi Terter I seized the throne. His first move was to 
try to ally himself with Carlo I d’Angio and Stefan Dragutin to remove Michael VIII Palaeologus and restore the Latin kingdom. When this 
move failed and the Mongols of the Golden Horde under Nogai Khan began ravaging Bulgaria, Georgi Terter I in 1284 engaged his daughter 
Anna to Stefan Uro’ II Milutin. In addition, he recovered his son Theodore Svetoslav from Constantinople and appointed him as co-tsar. A 
second Mongol invasion in 1285, however, forced him to send his son this time as a hostage (along with a daughter) to Nogai Khan. While 
there, the young girl married Nogai’s son Chaka. Possibly prompted by the Mongols, in 1292, Georgi Terter I fled to Constantinople. Fearing 
a possible Mongol reprisal, the Byzantines hesitated receiving him at court; instead, Georgi Terter I remained for a while in Adrianople, before 
he was finally transferred east. In 1301, his son Theodore Svetoslav, now tsar, recovered his father from the Byzantines and confined him to a 
comfortable exile, until Georgi Terter I’s death in 1308/9.

Todor Svetoslav was the son of Georgi Terter I. Until 1289, he was given as a hostage, first to the Byzantines, and then to the Mongols of 
the Golden Horde. In 1298 or 1299, Todor attempted to invade Bulgaria with the assistance of his Mongol brother-in-law Chaka. They were 
successful for a while, and Chaka ruled as tsar. However, Todor Svetoslav soon betrayed Chaka, had him murdered and himself became tsar in 
1300. Todor was vindictive, punishing all who stood in his way, including those who had helped in his rise to power. In the face of his brutality, 
the nobility revolted and attempted to replace him with Byzantine assistance. Over the next several years, warfare continued until a peace was 
reached and war ended with a peace treaty in 1307. The result was relative peace between Todor Svetoslav and his neighbors until his death.

Mihail Asen III was the son of the despotes Sisman of Vidin and a distant cousin of Todor Svetoslav and Georgi Terter II. Since the middle of 
the 13th century, Vidin had been effectively autonomous under ineffective Bulgarian overlordship, and the title of despotes signified this. When 
Georgi Terter II died in 1323, Mihail Asen III was elected emperor of Bulgaria. 


Although Mihail managed to force Andronikos III to retreat, the Byzantines took Plovdiv. Mihail was able to recover Bulgarian control over 
northern and northeastern Thrace in 1324. A subsequent peace treaty with the Byzantine Empire, which was to be concluded by Mihail’s 
marriage to Theodora Palaiologina, the sister of Andronikos III Palaiologos, who had previously been married to Todor Svetoslav of Bulgaria. 
To marry Theodora, Mihail divorced his first wife Anna (Neda), a sister of the Serbian King Stefan Uro’ III Detanski, a move that resulted in 
a worsening of relations with Serbia. Even the rival Byzantine emperors took sides, and for the next several years, a series of wars were waged 
against the Serbs and their Byzantine allies. 


In 1330, expecting the assistance of his Byzantine allies, Mihail marched on Serbia with a large force, including reinforcements from his 
vassals and allies in Wallachia and Moldavia. The Bulgarian army encamped near Velbazd (Kjustendil) and dispersed for the acquisition 
of provisions while awaiting further reinforcements and the arrival of its Byzantine allies. There the Serbians reinforced themselves and on 
28 July 1330 caught the Bulgarian army by surprise. In spite of an attempt to bring their army to order, the Bulgarians and their allies were 
crushed. Badly wounded as his horse was killed under him, Mihail was captured by the Serbians and died four days later while a captive of 
the Serbs.

The nephew of Mihail III Asen, Ivan Aleksander became emperor in 1331, following a coup which drove out the rightful though ineffective 
ruler, Ivan Stefan. The new ruler set about consolidating his position by regaining territories recently lost to the Byzantine Empire. In 1331 
Ivan Aleksander campaigned around Adrianople and reconquered northeastern Thrace. After defeating the Byzantines at Rusokastro, a peace 
was struck, essentially reestablishing the status quo between the two powers, and an alliance was made with the betrothal of Ivan’s eldest 
son, Michael Asen IV, to Andronicus’ daughter Maria (Eirene), the marriage eventually taking place in 1339. To safeguard his throne in the 
meantime, Ivan installed his eldest son, Michael Asen IV, as co-emperor in about 1332; he followed this up with the coronation of his younger 
sons, Ivan Sracimir and Ivan Asen IV, in 1337. It was possibly the intention of Ivan Aleksander that these younger co-emperors could establish 
immediate control over important cities and regions, and administer them directly. 


Throughout the 1340s, relations with the Byzantine Empire and Serbia were periodically strained. Attempts to repel the Ottomans repeatedly 
failed, and Ivan Aleksander’s third son and co-emperor, Ivan Asen IV, was killed in battle against them in 1349, as also happened to his older 
brother Michael Asen IV in 1355 or a little earlier. A new and more successful attempt against the Ottomans was made in 1355, this time by 
John V Palaiologos. Although Ivan Aleksander’s daughter Keraca Marija was married to the future Andronicus IV Palaiologos as part of the 
arrangement, the alliance failed to produce concrete results. 


To continue his policy of having sons as co-emperors and to replace those who had died, Ivan Aleksander divorced his first wife, and married 
a second time. The sons of this new union were crowned as co-emperors, Ivan Sisman in about 1356 and Ivan Asen V by 1359. However, Ivan 
Aleksander’s long-range plans had failed as the last surviving son from his first marriage, the co-emperor Ivan Sracimir, became effectively 
an independent ruler in 1356. 


In 1364, hostilities yet again broke out between the Bulgarians and Byzantines. Ivan Aleksander was forced to sue for peace. The relatively 
successful resolution of the crisis in the northwest did nothing to help recover the losses in the southeast. The Ottomans under Murad I 
conquered Adrianople and Plovdiv. Preparing to meet them, Ivan Aleksander died on 17 February 1371.

Ivan Sracimir was the second son of Ivan Aleksander and was appointed co-emperor by his father Ivan Aleksander. At this or some later point, 
Ivan Sracimir was given control of Vidin, which he held for the rest of his reign. In 1365, he and his family became hostages of the Hungarians. 
Three years later, Sracimir was restored to his throne, but he had to acknowledge effective Hungarian overlordship. When Ivan Aleksander 
died in 1371, Ivan Sracimir was particularly determined to assert his independent status, and in 1381 he placed the metropolitan archbishop of 
Vidin under the control of the Patriarch of Constantinople, thereby effectively allying himself with the Byzantine Empire. 


After the Ottoman invasion of northern Bulgaria in 1388, Ivan Sracimir was forced to acknowledge Ottoman overlordship and accept Ottoman 
garrisons in his land. On the death of Ivan Si&man in 1395, Sracimir tried to control part of his brother’s former realm which was not yet 
under Ottoman control, but was unsuccessful. When the Hungarians led a crusade against the Ottomans in 1396, Sracimir allied himself with 
it, placing his available resources at its disposal. The crusade ended in disaster at the battle of Nikopol on 25 September 1396. In 1397 Sultan 
Bayezid I captured Sracimir at Vidin and had him transported to Bursa, where he died. While part of the remaining realm stayed under the 
control of Sracimir’s son and heir Konstantin II, independent rule of Bulgaria was effectively ended.

One of the sons of Ivan Aleksander and his second wife, Ivan Sigman was made co-emperor in 1356. After the death of his father in eri. 
he succeeded to the central portion of Bulgaria with its capital Tarnovo, while his brother, Ivan Sratsimir, held the territory around Vidin, 
and Dobrotitsa / Dobrotici of Dobrudja carved out Karvuna as an independent region. Shortly after Ivan Sisman came to the throne, the 
Ottomans compelled him to recognize them as overlords and send his sister Thamar (Kera Tamara) as a bride for Sultan Murat I. In spite of 
this arrangement, the Ottomans conquered more territory. Encouraged by the Serbian and Bosnian victory over the Ottomans at the Battle 
of Ploénik in 1387, Ivan SiSman attempted to break away from Turkish influence. The Ottoman reprisal was swift, and he was required to 
surrender another daughter, Drastar (Silistra), to the sultan. Though Ivan Sisman again tried to back out, Ottoman pressure forced him to 
comply, as well as surrender additional garrisons and other strategic fortresses. 


Following the Christian defeat at the Battle of Kosovo in 1389, the Ottomans once again turned to Ivan SiSman. In 1393 the new sultan, 
Bayezid I, invaded Bulgaria and beseiged the capital, Tarnovo. After a three-month siege, the city fell on 17 July 1393, a date often taken as 
the end of the Second Bulgarian Empire, although both Ivan Si8man and Ivan Sratsimir survived. Ivan Si8man continued to rule in Nikopol as 
an Ottoman vassal, hoping for aid from the Hungarians, until he was beheaded there on the orders of Bayezid I on 3 June 1395. The remainder 
of Ivan SiSman’s territory was annexed into the Ottoman Empire, although Sisman’s son Konstantin II continued to rule at Vidin until 1422.

Heinrich II, king of Germany from 1002 and Holy Roman Emperor from 1014, was the only German king to become a Catholic saint. He spent 
much of his reign putting down rebellions within the Empire and reinforcing the borders of his lands. On the urging of the Pope, Heinrich 
led a campaign in southern Italy to counter the growing influence of the Byzantine Empire, which had gained the allegiance of some Italian 
principalities. Although he was able to extract oaths of loyalty from several Italian dukes, Heinrich was not able to capture any Byzantine 
territory with his forces. The emperor was more successful, however, in his ecclesiastical reforms. He strongly supported the rights of bishops 
to reign over territories as temporal lords, in addition to their responsibility as spiritual leaders. In addition, he championed the policy of 
celibacy among the clergy in an attempt to prevent battles of succession among their heirs.

The Paramaras, whose name in Sankrit means “one who strikes the enemy,” ruled Malwa in central India between the 9th and 14th centuries. 
They were a prominent Rajput clan, who, along with the Kalachuris, the Chauhans, the Pratiharas, and the Chalukyas, arose to power in the 
period following the disintegration of the Gupta state in the 6th century AD. Once they had established themselves as the rulers of Malwa, the 
Paramaras exercised great political power and authority in the region until 1305, when Malwa was conquered by Ala al-Din Khilji, the Sultan 
of Delhi. While the Parmaras were, for the most part, Hindus, they were tolerant of other religions, including Buddhism, allowing it to coexist 
with Hinduism and acquire converts. Under Bhoja I (circa 1010-1060) and his successors, Malwa became, among other things, an intellectual 
center of philosophy, including yoga, a fundamental practice of Vajrayana Buddhism. 


During this entire period, Buddhism was going through its fifth and final period in India. Known as Vajrayana, or “Tantric Buddhism,” 
this form relied on ritual, rather than the abstract meditation used in the Hinayana and Mahayana versions. More importantly, this form of 
Buddhism absorbed elements of Hinduism, resulting in a syncretic belief system which held elements of both, including a wide array of gods 
and goddesses, as well as various incarnations of the Buddha, and a number of bodhisattvas, or “saints.” A fundamental practice of Vajrayana 
Buddhism was yoga, a process which allowed the practitioner to achieve various meditative states. 


This apparently unpublished very pale stater, linked stylistically to a similar Lakshmi-type Paramara issue, reveals the syncretic nature of 
Vajrayana Buddhism. It modifies a common contemporary Hindu type (the form of the goddess Lakshmi) by applying to it the Buddhist 
element of meditation, evidenced by the positioning of the subject’s hands, creating a figure possessing elements of both belief systems. The 
name “Villadeva” is otherwise unknown, although a king Vishaldeva (circa 1262-1275) is recorded for the Vaghelas, a neighboring people.

As a 
result of his teaching and acts, Christianity slowly gained followers throughout the region, ultimately becoming the third-largest religion in 
India.

The Sforza (“‘Strivers”) dynasty began as many Italian noble houses did, with a successful condottiere (mercenary soldier) seeking respectability 
for his family by procuring a title and an estate. Muzio Attendolo (1369-1424) founded the family, and his son Francesco seized the duchy of 
Milan in 1450, having first married the daughter of Maria Philippo Visconti. Francesco’s son Galeazzo succeeded him in 1466 and sought to 
have his position elevated to king, marrying the sister-in-law of the king of France to strengthen his claims. His rule over Milan was harsh, 
with heavy taxes causing widespread discontent, but his patronage of grand artists and architects was a source of great pride for the city, and 
his assassination in 1476 by republican sympathizers was met with mixed feelings. In any case, the dynasty survived, in the person of his weak 
son, Gian Galeazzo. 


Originating in Renaissance Milan, where it was first issued in 1468. the testone was a large denomination of good silver and was so-called 
because its obverse bore a naturalistically-styled head (It. testa) of the reigning duke. Owing to the influx of silver as a result of trade fueled 
by new sources of ore, the Milanese Sforza family used the denomination to promote their power and regional influence. They followed 
Renaissance artistic principles, and the portraits of the family are presented in a more naturalistc and accurate manner than the more stylized 
medieval portraits. Like the French gros tournois of the thirteenth century, the testone gained popular acceptance, and soon other areas in Italy 
began minting similar coins, bearing portraits of their own rulers. By the end of the fifteenth century, France, England, and Scotland began 
minting their own versions. known as the teston in France, and the testoon in England and Scotland, these coins with their Renaissance-style 
portraits may be viewed as the first modern European coinages.

In 1447, when the ruling Visconti line died out, Milan declared itself a republic. Charles, the French Duke of Orleans and son of a Visconti, 
contested this and claimed title to the duchy. He died in 1465, ultimately unable to take control of Milan. Charles’ son, King Louis XII, was 
more successful. He invaded Milan in 1499 with the help of Swiss mercenaries and succeeded in pushing out the ruling Sforza family, the 
dynasty that had taken control in 1450. Louis XII ruled the duchy of Milan until 1513, when the Swiss mercenaries — now allied with the 
Sforzas — forced him out. For several more decades, France and Milan remained embroiled in back-and-forth political battles, always with the 
involvement of several other nations. During his rule of Milan, Louis produced coinage in his name. This coin is particularly interesting, as it 
combines both French and Milanese symbols: the French coat of arms as well as Milan’s patron saint Ambrose.

The last of the high Renaissance Popes, Julius III was born in Rome and, early in his papacy, reopened the Council of Trent at the request of 
Charles V. He initially supported a campaign against France and the Farnese, but later backed away into neutrality and suspended the Council.

The Knights Hospitaller were the first of the great military/religious monastic orders that were created to defend the Crusader dominions in 
the Holy Land in the 11th century. After the fall of Acre in 1291, marking the end of the Crusader states, the Order was forced to seek refuge 
in the Kingdom of Cyprus. In an attempt to avoid becoming enmeshed in the internal disputes of the kingdom, in 1309 the Knights acquired 
the island of Rhodes, which would serve as the temporal domain of the Order until their ouster by the Ottoman Turks following the Siege of 


Rhodes in 1522. 


Dieudonné of Gozon was Grand Master of the Order from 1346-1353. In 1347-8, he led the forces of the Order when they assisted the 
Armenians in their successful defense of their country against an army sent by the sultan of Egypt. Other than the fact that he descended from 
a noble family in Languedoc, France, there is little known of him or his reign. He was purported to have the nickname Extinctor Draconis, 
meaning “The Dragon Slayer,” which was supposed to have been given to him for killing a reptile that had been harassing the local farmers. 
At the time, there was a tale that a dragon lived on the island, and although it is likely that the reptile that Dieudonné killed was a crocodile, 


he was credited with killing the mythical beast.

Beginning about 1860 and continuing until about 1881, Spain made platinum counterfeits of English sovereigns, and examples dated between 
1861 and 1872 have been recorded. Little is known regarding these counterfeits. Platinum is denser than gold, but by alloying platinum with 
an appropriate amount of copper, the metal could be brought to the correct density. Once struck, the “coin” was then gold plated, making it 
an extremely effective counterfeit. The practice is thought to have stopped when the price of platinum exceeded its value as a counterfeiting 
material.

The intent behind this Victorian chalice, in Elizabethan style, is a mystery. We cannot rule out the possibility that it is a 19th century “fake” 
produced for the collector market. The elaborate design and inscription, however, suggest that it may have been commissioned as a replacement 
or copy of family heirloom. 


The inscription on this chalice would appear to record an intended gift. During the Middle Ages and on into the Modern period, such valuable 
gifts were used to repay personal debts, emphasize a friendship or alliance, or gain assistance in various matters. These items often took the 
form of utilitarian objects which, when used, reminded the recipient of the donor and the reason for the gift. An illustration is found in the play 
“A Man For All Seasons.” There, Sir Thomas More received a cup from a litigant inscribed, “I am a gift of Averil Machin,” meant to influence 
his judgment in the case. 


According to Burke’s Peerage, William Goddard, the donor of this chalice, was a member of the Wiltshire gentry and was part of an important 
local family that had been living in the area since at least the thirteenth century. If he is the same person listed in The 1623 Visitation of Wilts, 
he was the son of Edward Goddard, Esq. (1584-1647/8) and his wife Priscilla D’oyly. It appears that this branch of the Goddard family rose to 
prominence under the Tudors, as little substantial information about Edward’s ancestors is recorded. Edward graduated from Oxford in 1601. 
During the English Civil War, he served in the Army of the Parliament and was Member of the Parliamentary Commission for Wiltshire. He is 
mentioned in a few testamentary bequests and acted as one of the executors for the estate of a cousin, William Goddard. At some point, Edward 
received the family coat-of-arms and the ability to add Esq. to his name, by which he is noted in the records. 


Edward Goddard’s son, William, was baptized 28 February 1627. A member of the Worshipful Company of Grocers, he travelled between 
England and Massachusetts to oversee the collection of periodic debts owed him in the colony. When a series of losses at sea and the 
destruction of his property in the Great Fire of London in 1666 caused him financial hardship, he settled in Watertown, Massachusetts with his 
wife whom he married in 1652, Elizabeth Miles Goddard, remaining there and raising a family until his death in 1691. 
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
